Philadelphia, April 9.— Although a 
disagreement, was reported at tho con- 
eluding- conference of' tho- anthracite 
operators and miners today concorn- 
iny; tho question of a wage agreement 
in the liurd coal llelils of Pennsylvania, 
there will bu no strike, ninl tho only 
(lang-or of a HUsi)eiision of mining, ac- 
cording to tho i\Iiiio AVoi'I<iMS' olUclals, 
arise from the iiossibilty dC tht^ refus- 
al of the operalurs to ijei-iiilt tho min- 
ers to worlv witliout an aKreenioiit. 

Following till! adjouriiiiieut of tho 
conforoiiee tho mine workers held a 
meeting and iidjourned shortly utter 1 
o'clock for luncheon. 

Tho fiillowing slatemont was given 
out hero by the anthr;icltc operators' 
committee of seven: 

"The representatives oC llie anthra- 
cite mine workor.", have clo(;llucd to 
accept the in-opoaitlon .signed by tho 
representatives of the operators to ex- 
tend for another period oC three years 
the award of the anthracite commis- 
sion appointed by the President of the 
United States. 3'. 

"Except for a few weeka* Interrup- 
tion In 1906. tho agreement based ou 
this award, has. been lU existence for 
six years. 'iT?se conditions In tho nn- 
thracit{9 regions ' durinjr this time have 
been liettet; for the employees than 
ever before.*'. 

"Pligh '\vages and steady employment 
havo prevailed, and still prevail, in 
spite of the i)ari!c and the resulting 
depression wiiich havo worked serious 
injury to nearly all other districts of 
the country. 

"The present basis of wages was es- 
tablished In a time of tho greatest 
prosperity tho country ha.s evor 
known. In offering a continuanco of 
tho same wages tlirough years of de- 
pression, the operators are assuming 
a responsibility beyond which they 
cannot venture to go." 

In submitting their proposition for 
a renev.'al of the agreement tho op- 
erators made a concession In order to 
rectify what tho miners declared to bo 
a source of trouble. At yesterday's 
conference the minors acceded to tho 
request that questions as to the rates 
of payment for new work should be 
placed under the Jurisdiction of tho 
conciliation. board,, making the follow- 
ing declarations:" ' 

"We state offlclally that hereafter 
any controversy relating to' new wOrk 
may be submitted to the board of con-, 
dilation to determine whether tho 
conditions of thte.men and. Of tlie work 
aro similar, and If they are similar 
then the rates existing In the old work 
shall apply In tho now work." 

This was the one matter In which, 
^according to the claims of the :Jrine 
Worker.s' representatives, the luon had 
not boon able to obtain ."iatisfaction 
from the board of conciliation. With 
this Included, all possible questions 
imder dispute between employees and 
einployers can now be settled by the 
board.

CASE OF CANNIBALISM 



Finding of Mutilated Body In Northern 
Quebec Woods Investigated 
By Jury 



Quebec,- April 9. — In December, 1907, 
two guides named Bernard and Lom- 
leu.x, and a third man names Gras- 
aett, started from licro on a hunting 
expedition into the northern woods, 
intending to bo absent for four months. 
Tile party ran short of provisions, and 
Bernard and Lemleux etarted back 
to a lake where some had been cached. 

Eventually Grassett waS' brought 
out of the woods at once by an In- 
dian whom he had .met, to a Hud 
son Bay post, where he secured an 
engagement as' a trapper. Later 
Indians found the body of Lemleux in 
tho woods, cut up, with eeveral of the 
vital organs and most of tho fleshy 
parts of the body cut off. Thero was 
every indication of cnnnlbaiism. 

Some months ago Grassett was lo- 
cated at tho Hudson Bay post, and 
ordered to come to Roborval and at- 
tend an Inquest. This ho did, travel- 
ing over a thousand miles, three hun- 
dred miles of tlio distance being made 
on snowshoes. Today the Jury, after 
listening to Gra,«sctt's evidence, re- 
turned a verdict exonerating him from 
all connection with the death of Lem- 
leux 

The third man, Bernard, has- pevor 
been heard from.

LAW A GAINS T TIPS 

Washington Legislature Has Appar- 
ently Hidden "Joker" In New 
. y , ; _ Criminal Code 

Spokane, Wn., April 9.— Advance 
sheets of the new crin^lhal. code adopt- 
ed at th? recent sessiojiiof the legis- 
lature, show that It contains' a strict 
ahti-tipplng law, which provides that 
every ' phiproyee of a public house or 
public porvlce corporation who sollolta 
or receives any gratuity from any 
guest, and every person giving any 
gratuity, Bhali be guilty of a rnlsuo- 
meanor. This was tho flrst intimation 
that such a law has been passed by 
the two houses o£ the legislature. 



Washington, April 9. — .\fter three 
weelts of cousidfiration, tho Payne tar- 
iff bill was iiasaed by tho House of 
Representatives tonight by a vote of 
217 to 161., One Republican,. Austin, of 
Ten]\e9sec,.'voted against the .ineasur'e, ■ 
and four Democrats, all from Louisi- 
ana, voted for it. An attempt by Clark, 
the minority leader, to recommit tho 
bill with instructions, signally failed. 

The day. was filled with excitement 
from the moment the session began 
at noon until tho minute of adjourn- 
ment. The jnombers were keyed up to 
the highest pitch and practically the 
full membership remained on duty 
throughout. The final vote _ demon- 
strated tlie capacity of the 'Republi- 
can organiiiatlon to hold together. 

The Itepubllcan lenders were greatly 
relieved when it became manifest that 
tho advocates of the proposition plac- 
ing lumber on tho free list were In tho 
minority. Because of . that fact, Fltx- 
geraid (New. York) charged that a 
midnight deal had been made liiat 
night, whereby,; free lumber was to be 
voted-'';ido,wf»v-5. and ithe rates on barley 
and barley' virialt ' Increased, and this 
notwithstanding the denials of Messrs. 
Mann (Illinois) and Cushman ("VVash- 
ington), who offered the barley amend- 
ments. 

Free Petroleum. •'' 
One of the principal changes in tho 
Payne bill since Its introduction was 
the placing of petroleum on the free? 
list, 'rhls developed a more serious; 
fight than any of tho Other amend- 
ments. Speaker Cannon, during tUo 
dobato on the amendment to reduce 
tho duty, took the floor in defence of 
tho higher rote of duty. Although an 
amendment to place oil on the free list 
was lost yesterday, a .similar amend- - 
mont, ptte|ijijtiy , giiairman'"PayiJe. to- 
day was;: carrJed&>' 

Amoiig the other important apiend- 
ments that have been made since were 
the removal of the duty provision on 
tea and tho countsrvalling provision 
on coffee, The elimination of the max- 
imum duty of twenty per cent, on cof- 
fee, contained in the maximum and 
minimum section of the bill, was also 
slgniflcant. 

To the free list were added ever- 
green seedlings, leaves and nut oil, 
wlilcli la used In making varnish. Tho 
patent.,law provision, intended to re- 
taliate for the new British patent law, 
was.strlcken out on account of an In- 
ternational convention. Tlie so-called 
"Joker" In the cotton cloth schedule, 
which It was claimed would Increase, 
the duty of the DIngley bill several 
hundred per cent, was corrected. The' 
provision for the method o(' counting' 
threads In tho cloth being '.TOBCde''tl»e 
sa.in as In the present law'.'' ■ ' 
;rhe section restricting tho contents' 
of packages of tobacco was amended- 
to confirm with the present law, In ' 
order that union labels may not be 
oxcludod from such packages The 
drawback section was added to so that 
It could not be taken advantage of at 
once, for tho purpose of speculating in 
grain, and tlie Philippine free provis- 
ion was amended so that rice will npt 
be admltte<3^ ■ free^ftjni-.the;; Islands. >' ';' 
Lumhisi" Nbf 'IMade^'Ifree. . ;' ^ 
The countervailing dHty. ; clause oh 
lumber was si^lcken oUt;. bUt- fi.:strong, 
effort to place lumber on the frpe list 
did not succeed. The duties oh bar- 
ley, barley malt, charcoal, iron," pine-", 
apples In crates, medicated cotton and'"' 
cotton collars and cuff.s, as originally 
in the Ijill, were increased. 

To retaliate against Turkey, which ' 
country prohibits tho importation of 
A)ner.'..'an filler tobacco, tho duty was 
raised cn tobacco from any country 
which prohibits tho importation of 
American tobacco. Tho internal rev- 
enue law was also amended so that 
raisers of tobacco will not havo to pay 
a manufacturer's liconso in order to 
dispone of their loaf tobacco. Thero 
wero several technical changes in tho 
steel schedules, principally downward, 
and lace curtains and netting machines 
wero included in the provision which 
ponnlts the entr.\- free of duty of lace 
machinery to .Alay 1, 1909. Hldos, 
hosiery and gloves wore left as re- 
ported by the committee, hldos re- 
mainlng free and an Increased duty be- 
ing provided for gloves and stockings. 
Ste'il and Iron. 
No rates on stool and iron havo been 
Inserted, although It Is practically set- 
tled that Iron ore will be taxed 20 cents 
a ton and a proportionate rate assess- 
ed against scrap Iron and steel refuse 
fit only to be re-manufactured. Tlio 
Iron interests are concerned chiefly In 
getting un increase over tho proposed 
rates in tho Payne bill on rails and 
structural iron. The Payne bill cuts 
the existing rate on steel rails from 
$7.S-i to $;f.92. Stool men contend that 
the Payne bill rates are too severe a 
reduction, and havo asked that a' rate 
of $5.88 be fixed on rails. It la gen- 
orally bellved that the committee will 
name a rate of about on structural 
stool. It is likely that tho DIngley 
rate of half a cent a pound will bo 
maintained, inated of adopting a rate 
of 3-10 of a cent a pound, as fixed by 
the Payne bill. A number of reductions 
have been made on other atrtlcles -im- 
der tho metal sehedule, Jn order! to 
make it symmetrical. These amend- 
ments have been approved by the steel 
men.

Last Seen Thursday Night.

Identity. It was not until the evening 
that -Mrs. Sutherland, reading of tln^ 
descrl|)tioii of the deceased given in 
the Kvening Post, became convinced 
tliat the dead man was her former 
lodger. Dr. liobertson, who had been 
called to the Sutherland home on 
Wednesday to attend to the lodger who 
had fallen from an ;i|)stairs window, 
was called up by t(de|)lioiie b.v Mrs. 
Sutherland hist nlglit and iiifornuKl of 
tlic jiossibility that the dead man and 
his recent patient mIgliL be one and 
the same. IJr. ftobertson called at the 
undertaking est.'ibllslinient and Ininv^- 
dlately identilied the body as that ot 
the mar. he had attended. 

Hides His Identity. 

To that extant the identification 
prrigrosaed but who tho man is, what 
is his correct name or whence he came, 
arc still as Indefinite as over. That 
he had reason for hiding his identity, 
liis actions during tlie two weeks he 
liad been residing at 740 Burdette ave- 
nue would Indicate. Always reticent 
and saying little about himself It was 
not until an accident which occurred 
to him AVednesday morning that he 
made anv statement as to his name. 
He fell fr om the \\'lnclo\v of his room 
on tho second floor of the house, a 
distance of llfteen feet. He afterwards 
stated that ho was reading the paper 
and overcome with a siiell of faintniiss 
fell through the window. But lie had 
been drinking somewhat freely. Mrs 
Sutherland heard the noise of the 
man's body coming Into contact v.ith 
the ground, rushed to see what was 
the matter and saw 'her lodger lying 
unconscious on tho ground. Dr. Rob 
ertson was called in and attended the 
injured man. 

It w.is while lie was lying In bed 
suffering from the effects of lils f.iil 
that he \-ouchsafed to Mr. Sutherland 
the fact tliat his name was O'Mara, 
(li.-it lie had arrived in tlie elty three 
iveelts ago from AucK'land, New Zea- 
land. On Thursday evening he was 
well enough to bo around again and 
stated th.'it ho Intended leaving on Fri- 
day for .Seattle, whore ho would socuro 
money, liis funds having become ex- 
hausted hero. 

Gives Two Names, 

Ho ivas particularly-anxious that the 
fact of his accident shbiild not appear 
In any of tho papers hero, declaring 
that ho would not have his name pub- 
lished for a great deal. Ho then evi- 
dently remembered that lie had stated 
to Mr. .Siitlieriand that ills name was 
O'Mara, for he told Mrs. Sulhcrland 
that that was tho name he registered 
under at on<! of the oit.v hotels when 
he arrived hero, but that his right 
name wcin Ryan. He claimed to have 
sons In California and lio mentioned 
Stockton, Cal., as a place In which he 
was Interested, though ho did not sny 
whether his sons lived there or not.

FLEET'S FAREWELL 
Til LORD BERESFORD 



Touching Scenes When the 
Great Commander Hauled 
Down His Flag 



AVe have been authorized >by Lord 
Charles Beresford to publish, the folf 
lowing statement: ; 

"I consider that tho present situa- 
tion with regard to naval affairs Is so 
grave that 1 must have time carefully 
to consider what course of action niy 
duty to the navy and the country 
dictates." 

As will bo seen from the reports 
which follow, the gallant admiral bade 
farewell to the Hoot and came ashore 
yesterday. His reception at Ports- 
mouth was most enthusiastic, . .while 
his reception In'liondbh was a' contin- 
uation of that demonstration...' 

Early yesterday morning, while as 
yet the dank stretch of Southsea com- 
mon and the long beach were wholly 
deserted, the battleship King Edward 
VII., llagship of the comniander- in- 
chief of tho Channel llnot till sunset, 
lay at anchor at Spllhoad, veiled In tho 
wet mist, her Hag drooping. The tido 
was making to the full, and within tho 
hour the battleship would proceed into 
liarbor. All Portsmouth hud that fact 
in mind. Early as It was, tho informa- 
tion ■ was exchanged among knots of 
pcjople loitering on the pavements. 
Wet as It was, people began to as- 
semble upon tho Hard hy 9 o'clock. 
Emotion was in the, air. The thiek- 
euiug crowd stared across tiie har- 
bor, whore beyond the long black bows 
of the Invincible, tlie big new cruisc^r, 
the cheiiuered black and wiiitu iuill of 
tho Victoria rodo high upon the trou- 
bled water, and lunv and again they 
cast glances at the dockyard clock, 
aloft among a tangle of trees and 
chimneys and masts. 

The grey' warship glided Into harbor, 
the admiral's flag at the fore, and tho 
band playing, the men manning ship. 
"Rule Britannia" was the tune tiiey 
played, and then "God Save tho King," 
tho melodies falling thin but |n(>xtin- 
gulshably cheery from the battleship, 
as her towering side rose above the 
I)ontoon and blotted out tho Victory. 
She vanlslied behind the Invincible, 
and the crowd, massing ten deep on 
tlio pavement, gazed at the :Malii Gates, 
and up at the clock, and down again 
to the vista of stone-pavoil yard and 
distant bluejackets framed by the 
Main Gates. 

All sorts and conditions of men and- 
women were gathered together, sitont 
and expectant In the rain and mud. 
Here were solid burgesses, and clerks, 
and dockyard niateys, and bluejack- 
ets and marines, and naval otlicers in 
plain clothes — but chiefly, here were 
the Navy Pensioners, old men, worn 
and shaky, but bearing the inefface- 
able mark of the service. Many of 
them had served under Lord Charles 
Beresford — nothing should stop them 
from wishing their old commander 
farewell. ■ Here Is a grey-bearded 
pensioner, parchment-faced, palsied, 
but with tho steady, alert, far-seeing 
eye of tho old sailor; and talking with 
him, a bent, thin, spectacled veteran, 
leaning on a thick stick. You shall 
trace tho typo in and out tho crowd, 
now covering half the roadway, and 
increasing every few minutes, as the 
tramcars shed their passengers. Tho 
mayor and mayor.^ss drive by. Jlotor 
cars elide into lino all along the p.ave- 
ment. Stout policemen press the crowd 
back from the centre of tho road. 
Every window is crammed. The bridge 
to the harbor station la packed, and 
the steps leading to the station otHces 
are a biink of pedple." 'Plaga bfeali'dQt 
upon the dehse mass, and bloom sud- 
denly upori'the line o£ motor cars and 
house-fronts. ' 

The Dockyikrd Gates. 

It Is past ten, and atlll there Is no 
movement within the silent precincts 
of the dockyard. A naval ofllcer in- 
forms his neighbor that the King Ed- 
ward VII. men have been forbidden to 
cheer the admiral as ho leaves his 
ship. Also that it had been Lord 
Charles Bercsford's desire to foibld all 
demonstration when he said good-bye 
to tlie Channel fleet at Portland on 
Wednesday — but that tho feeling 
among the men was so strong tliat 
the '.■ommander-in-chlof acceded to 
their wishes, and allowed the custom- 
ary ceremonial to proceed. And tho 
cheers of tho fleet in Portland har- 
bor were audible In distant Wey- 
mouth. 

At last, as the dockyards clock 
marks half past ten, there is a move- 
ment in tile dockyard, and the crowd 
about the Jlaln Gates heavps lllto the 
ooa. A cab piled with luKyago utiu 
escorted by fifty men running along- 
Ri6o to help unload it, driv^e.s past — 
then another cal), but it does not con- 
tain tho admiral. Will he ro by the 
next train,' or tho train after that? 
No one knows. There Is a surge to- 
wards tho station. Inside, the long 
platform Is choked from end to end, 
and the bridge over tho line Is throng- 
ed. Looking down from the level of 
the platform towards the Hard, a soli- 
tary multitude is observable, pressed 
together, silent; orderly, tense. 

A pair-liorso, open carriage drives 
out of tho JIain Gates, and a great 
noise of cheering ri.'ies. Il.it.s, llag.s, 
and handkercliief.s are waved above 
the packed heads. Lord Charles 
Beresford, witli Lady Cliarlcs at ills 
.side, bowH baro-he;ided to loft and 
right, saluting his old slilpmatos and 
the thousands who have come to grci't 
him. At the station,, he la Instantly 
buried In tho oro>d. ' But they clear 
a little sp^ce, arid- after one or tw.o 
refusals, he speaks to them. In a sud- 
den silence. f 
Tho Admiral's Good-bye. 
"Mr. .Mayor, ladies and gentlemen,— 
I feel deeply touched by the exiiression 
of feeling shov.'n towards me in coming 
here today, more especially in that I 
have noticed among the crowd several 
who were with mo 20, 30, or 40 years 
ago; in fact l noticed some wlio'wre 
in tlie Marlborough with me, and that is 
nearly BO years ago (a voice from the 
crowd: 'Yes, sir; , I. was one -of 
them.')" ., ■' ' . ■» • 

The Admiral, prooceding,' iBald: ' The 
Admiralty have ordered me ■ to haul 
down my flag, which, of course, they 
have .1, perfect right to do to any ono 
serving under them, but I feel that I 
shall be able to do service in other 
flelds of labor (cheers, and a voice: 
"Yes, sir, In Parliament"). 

His lord.shlp concluded: My cliiof 
thoughts shall always bo of the elllcl- 
ency of tho fleet and the olllcers and 
men of tlio Royal N.avy, as my llrst 
desiro has always licen that ships un- 
der my control should always be ready 
for war (cheers). 

Lord Charles continued for a few 
momenta In conversation with the 
mayor, in the course of which he re- 
marked that, although hauling down 
Ills flag, his siilrits had gone up. . 

The ofhciais could hardly get the 
train, out of tho station. As the train 
moved out, tlie whole crowd burst into 
renewed cheering, .and then they sang 
For he's a jolly good fellow." 'i'hey 
pvorflowed out of tho station and along 



tlio line. When the train stopped at 
tho Central station, there was a group 
of the King Kdward blucjacltots crowd- 
ing about tho door of tho Admiral's 
carriage. Lord Charles wished them 
good-bye and good luck. The pallors 
did not cheer. They stood back a lit- 
tle, saluting. "Good-bye, sir! Good- 
bye! Good luclt, sir! God bless you, 
sir!" And the train went on. 

It was a slow train, and at every 
larger station, there was a rush of 
waiting people to greet the Admiral, 
men and women crowding to the wln- 
'dow ofhla'carrlage to shake his liand. 
- ■So^, through the!* rtilst and rain, to 
tho^ serried shining t; roofs -of -London: 
■fVhon' tho train drew near to Waterloo 
stotibn, thG.-o Tell a distant sound of 
massed, continuous cheering; and as 
the train drew alongside 'the ,i3latforni, 
the noise swelled into a roar. TIiu 
whole station, platforms, bridges, roofs 
of carriages, engines, was lined with 
liuman beings shouting at the pitch of 
their lungs. 

Long before the train that was bring- 
ing Lord Charles Beresford from Ports- 
mouth was duo to arrive, a groat wel- 
coming crowd liad assembled at Water, 
loo station. It was ci representative 
crowd, of all sorts and conditions of 
people; a fair sample of thiit enormous 
bulk of public opinion which now in 
every town and village of the United 
Kingdom — aye, and in all the four cor- 
ners of tho earth where the British 
Hag Is flying — Is , demanding with a 
unanimity and a' force (that will brook 
no denial the maintenapco of England's 
supremacy on the sea. In the eyes 
of this great -mass o£ ,.tho British peo- 
ple, Lord Charles Beresford stands for 
a strong navy— strong hot only in slilps 
and guns, but in that which money 
cannot' buy and steam hammers can- 
not forge; in tlie moral force that 
comes from willing obedience, loyal 
co-opcratlon, and perfect comrade^ 
ship, the mighty force that Nelson 
used. 

Number two platform, on the main 
line, was ke|>t tolerably clear for tho 
large number of personal friend.s who 
had come to moot tho Admiral; but 
every inch of sp.'ice on the neighbor- 
ing platforms, on tho foot bridges, and 
away as far as tlie eye could jjonetrato 
into the gloomy deyths of the station, 
was occupied. Cheerfulness and on- 
thusiasni were otiually marked in tliat 
dense throng. A band of workers from 
Croydon, wearing tho Unionist candi- 
date's colors, greeted with ar)proving 
smiles, set men talking of ne.xt Mon- 
day's election. A five tlioi sand major- 
ity for Hernion-Hodge was the gen- 
eral opinion. A sustained rattle of 
cheers hailed the appearance in the 
thick of tho press on No. 1 platform 
of a tall man upon whoso silk lint was 
inscribed tho legend, "Well done. Con- 
dor!" 

Presently a train came into view, 
and slid quietly alongside No. 2 plat- 
form, amidst .'round .upon round of 
cheers. But It was. not "tho" train,

and the crowd sought for a temporary 
object of their apjilause. Tliey found 
it in a party of sturdy, smiling lilue- 
jackots who stepped out of tlie newl.v 
arrived train. Upon their caps, iii 
bright letters of „ gold, were the words, 
"Good I-Iopo." .There was a deeper 
note to the cheers. Did the crowd read 
those words as an omen — as a promise 
that' the hauling' down ''of a (lag today 
at Portsmouth was riot the . end, of a 
great sailor's professional career? It 
seemed like it. 

At last tho Admiral's train drew In, 
saluted by great bursts of cheering 
which rolled down from one end of tlie 
station to tlie other. Crashing broad- 
sides they were, shaking the hlgli, 
arching roof. In an Instant No. 2 
platform was carried by storm, and 
the pent-up crowd swarmed over the 



trains on either side, lining the doors 
and windows and the roofs of tljo car- 
riages, whore photographers were busy 
wltli their cameras. For a few brief 
seconds after stepping, ■ ruddy and 
smiling, from Ills carriage. Lord 
Cliarles was allowed to greet his per- 
sonal friends, and then the crowd took 
charge of him. A police inspector was 
there, to^ open. it--path, but his services 
were, not needed;, the people formed the 
Adrtlral's escort and his guard of 
honor. ' 

Bareheaded, they bore liim, to the 
deep" music of the cheers from many 
thousand throats. Down one platform 
and up another. What a crusli it was! 
How breathless and dislievelled the 
ladles became, yet how proud and glad 
they wore! Out In the station yard 
tho same dense throng, the same thun- 



derous cheers. A motor car was wait- 
ing, and, presently tho gallant Admiral 
bareheaded, laughing, and out of 
breath, was borne slowly away down 
a long lane, .formed of close.- ranked 
people, standing happy, hatless, and 
demonstrative In tho rain. ' * . 



Unsatisfactory Mills 
The "Mills of the Gods" as a drama- 
tic production has very little merit to 
commend it and It was' presented at 
the Victoria theatre last night in a 
manner absolutely inexcusable. A 
poorer collection of actors it has rarely 
been the misfortune of the tlieatro- 
going' people of Vlctoi'Ia to pay $1.50 to 
see.

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QUESTIONABLE POLICY 

It seems to be undorstood that tlie 
right of the B. C. Electric Railway 
Company to haul frolght througli the 
city streets Is to be the subject or ap- 
peal. We suppose It may bo conceded 
tliat the duty of the legal advisers of 
the Aldermanic Board' obliges them to 
present to that bndv such views of the 
legal rights o£ tlie city ano' oC pcr-sona 
or corporations holdir.5 concessions 
i rom the city as they In thcJr judgment 
think proper; but It does not follow 
that the Aldermanlc Board la bound 
a!lways to act upon that advice. I'cr- 
haps the latter statement may bo mis- 
understood. An Alderman once ro- 
marlted to the Colonist that the City 
Council was bound to do a certain 
thing because the City Barrister said 
, It was legal. This incident illustrates 
our point, which is only very rudimen- 
tary. It is that the legal ofllcers oC the 
city are the proper advisers of the Al- 
dermanlc Board as to matters of law. 
Taut are in respect to matters of policy 
In no way different from any of the 
citizens. Indeed, with all duo respect 
to the legal profession, there Is per- 
haps no one less fitted to bo an advisor 
Oh questions of policy than the man 
■vJho Is consulted on questions of law. 
His training predisposes him to insist 
upon the strictly technical interpreta- 
tion of all questions. Vake that in- 
volved in the transportation oi: freiglit 
oyer the rails of the Tramway oom- 
Eany. For several years efforts have 
h'een made by the Board of Trade to 
secure such a service in connection 
with the railway companies. It would 
bo a great advantage to many people; 
it would-he a -disadvantage to nobody. 
Surely the fact that the tramcar com- 
pany may not have the strict legal 
right to liaul freight over its lines 
ought not to deprive the business com- 
munity of the advantage of sueli trans- 
portation. "Wo admit at once that It 
Avas.theifluty of the. city's Uegal advis- 
ers to Inform ';the- Board of Aldermen 
that doubt existed in their minds as 
to the legal rights of the comiiany; we 
may even admit that, if the city's legal 
advisers believe the decision of Mr. 
Justice Martin, which was contrary to 
their opinion, can be successfully ap- 
pealed, it was tlieir duty to say so. 
But what we do not admit is tliat the 
Aldermen are bound to throw obstacles 
In the way of transportation within 
the city,' simply because certain legal 
gentlemen think there Is a fighting 
chance to win out In a lawsuit. 

A gentleman said to the Colonist 
yesterday: "What's the use of your 
writing up the development of Vic- 
toria and vicinity? Thie flrst man that 
tries to do anything will be stopped by 
an Injunction." We do not know that 
things are quite as bad as tills remark 
would indicate; but it does seem an 
unfortunate thing that, at the very 
time that we are all desirous of having 
local transportation facilities extended, 
obstacles should be thrown in the way. 
It Is not as if the Traniwax- company 
were seeking to deiirive anyime else of 
a privilege, if lliat comi);uiy cannot 
haul freight tlirougli the streets on it.s 
rails no other company can, and in 
that case freight cannot be transported 
through the city on rails. But if some 
other company ciiuUl, what (liH'(.-ri;nce 
would it make'.' Of course if we are 
hound to stop the transportation of 
freight through the streets by modern 
methods, that is another matter. In 
tliat case it \sill Ije necessary lu build 
up a business section somewhere out- 
side Of the city limits. The Board ol 
Aldermen cannot wholly stop the 
growth of tlK> eity, hut they can drive 
Ibusinoss into tlu' .subui-bs and thus de- 
preciate the value of inside property.

Fourth Article. 

The mineral resources oi: any im- 
perfectly prospected area are of n.^ces- 
elty problematical, and the business 
BUburbs of Victoria have only been 
v6ry scantily prospected. Some things 
aro known. Gold has been taken In 
commercial (Hiantltic:s from Leeeh river 
and lias been found in gravels else- 
whore iii 'Athe region lying along the 
shore of ' the Strait of Juan de Fuca. 
'Whctliar tlio auriferous gravel.s are 
Hulllclenlly e.xtonsive or suineleiitly rich 
to warrant any great e.x.iieetutluii.s for 
future, deveiopnient remains to be 
proved. As a source of general pros- 
■. perlty liydra'ulicking for .pold is not 
' vey important, the amount ' of labor 
nnipioyed in it not being ver\' great. 
If till' liuown gravels prove rich tlicy 
will bo tt factor in the progress of the 
district, but, only in a subordinate way. 
The 'existence of auriferous gravel is 
generally looked upon as prima facie 
ovld(;nce of tlie I'xistence of aurll'erous 
lodes not very fur away, and w;j know 



as a matter of fact that there is free- 
milling gold quartz on China- Creek, 
which lies between Cowlchan Lake and 
Alberni Canal. But so little is certain 
about tlie mineralisation of the rocks, 
whicli extend across the Island from 
Saanlch Arm south .of the' above named 
lake to Bnrldey Sound, that nothing 
can 1)0 predicted upon tlie probable 
e.xistenco there of motalliforous de- 
posits. There are known to be several 
promising deposits of exoejlont copper 
ore, some of them far from victoria, but 
In no case lias dcvtdopment proceeded 
far enougii to warrant any conclusion 
being drawn respecting them. Wlion we 
cijme tOiirbn.'we are on different ground. 
There are very extensive deposits of 
hlgii grade magnetic iron v/ithin the 
area now under consideration. Those 
best. Icnown are at Port Renfrew near 
the Strait, and at Sarita on Barkley 
Sound. , A -very large tonnage of ore is 
.necessary before tho^^e8.to.})Ushment of 
Irdn Vmelting' plants cahibe' entertained. 
For years doubt was expressed as to 
the sufiicenc'y of the' deposits now. 'be- 
ing considered, but our understanding 
of ■ the *'m'atter, IS' that ail doubt has 
been 'removed,- iahd that ample ore ex- 
ists. The fact that the ore is all mag- 
netic iiaa also iieen loolced upon as an 
obstacle to its utilization, but it is far 
from' being so. Mr. Llnderman, 'who'_ 
was 'sent out liy the Dominldri Depart- 
ment of Mines to examine tlie iron ores 
of thu Island, InCornied the Colonist 
that there were no serious dlHlcuities 
Iri the way of haitdling these ores prof- 
itably, as they are now handled In 
Norway.' Tlie adoption of electrical 
smelting is of groat interest in tills 
connection. Electrical furnaces have 
boon established in Norway for com- 
mercial purposes after a long series 
of experiments, and If they prove the 
success commercially that they did ex- 
perimentally, we may look with confi- 
dence to the early utilization of the 
iron ores referred to. The question of 
power necessarily arises in this con- 
nection. Water power Is, of courst, 
the clieapost,' providing the interest on 
the cost of installation is not too great. 
Our information is that the Nitlnat 
can be utilized for the develop mept of 
a vast po'n'cr, and if this Is the . case, 
tlie Sarita and Port Renfrew ores 
could be concentrated at a common 
I)oint and an extensive plant could be 
established. ,, 

Of the coal deposits within the busi- 
ness suburbs of Victoria nothing is 
known with certainty except that coal 
exists and is apparently of good qual- 
ity. It is found on the Saanicli Penin- 
sula and also to the west of Victoria. 
Prospecting has not sufficiently ad- 
vanced to warrant the expression of 
any opinion as to the probable value of 
the deposits. OC limestone there is an 
abundance, and as is 'w^eli known it is 
suitaiile not only jfoV'tIieh«i)tan!jifacture 
of ordinary lime, but also for Portland 
(•oment. Of briclv clay there aro ex- 
cellent deposits. 

Speaking generally of the mineral 
wealth of Vietoria'.s liusincss suburbs, 
we cannot go any fui'ther than to say 
that the indications' are favorable as 
regards copper and to a less degree as 
to gold, but in regard to iron, its 
value may be taken as demonstrat- 
ed. We do not look for any rapid 
progress in a mining., way in this 
region, although experience has de- 
monstrated that the unexpected lias a 
fashion of happening in this particular 
Industry. We assign It for tlie present 
a suljordlnate place among the factors 
upon which the growth and pros.ierity 
of the city and its vicinity depend, with 
the reservation that it may be neces- 
sarj- at any time to recast this view. 
At present it Is not, cxceyt in regard to 
iron, an available factor in the devel- 
opment of the district. From the in- 
formation at present at our command 
It would not bo Wise to include gold, 
sUvor, copper or coal among the ele- 
ments of prosperity with the business 
suburbs upon which the people of 
Victoria can reckon -with confldence. 

In addition to the Iron ores mention- 
ed, there are deposits at otiior points 
along the West Coast, notably at Se- 
chart, Kennedy Lake and Xootka 
Sound. All these ores can be conveni- 
ently assembled at a common point 
wtlhln the business suburbs of Vic- 
toria, although to do so to the best 
ad\'untage a railway from this city to 
Barkley Sound is needed so as to fa- 
cilitate the movement of the ore from 
tlio Renfrew District. The West Coast 
ores can be loaded upon cars at the 
mines, and be transporie'd either on 
b.'U'ge.s or sell'-propelllii.r;' ferrie.s to tin? 
eoiumon ijoint. In view of the' extent 
and cliaracter of those deposits wo see 
no reason why the people' of Victoria 
may not look forward with confldence 
to the liullding up of a great Iron and 
steel indusli-y, not in the city or very 
close to It, but at some point between 
hero and Barkley Sound. Herein wo 
have a potential element of prosperity 
of very great Importance, and it en- 
ables us to s.Ty that, in addition to 
what Victoria's buKlness suburbs have 
to offer in tlio way of the products 
of the forest and the Held, they also 
liave available products of the mines 
of such a character and in such quan- 
tity that they ought to afford a stimu- 
lus to our efforts at- locar.'develppment.

the fact remains that one of the things 
which the present government prom- 
ised to remedy was the evil of the pa- 
tronage system. Instead of remedying 
it, the Ministers have allowed things 
to beconiQ worse, and no tenable ex- 
cu.se can be given for tlioni. It is Idle 
to pretend that they did not know what 
was going on. If wo admit that they 
did not personally participate in the il- 
licit performances, we will put a strain 
upon the credulity of some readers, but 
that they knew tlioir political friends 
were prolltlng unduly must either be 
admitted or the Ministers be set down 
as utterly lacking in the ordinary 
powers discernment. 

Wo note that even now that wrong- 
doing lias been exposed, the sufferers 
are not the men who really profitted 
clilefly at the public expense. The 
sliaro which tlic olllcials received out 
of tlie iniblic plunder was only a 
part of the loot. The rest of It, and 
unquestlonab.ly it was much the larger 
part," went Into the pockets of the con- 
tractors, and If we should say that 
thence a part of it trickled into cam- 
paign funds, we do not think tlie state- 
ment Win bo challenged.

Have not public contractors boon In 
the habit of contributing freely to tlie 
campaign funds of the government 
party?

Has not the fact that tholr names 
were on the list and hence that they 
were liberal contributors to the cam- 
paign funds enabled them to charge 
till! govornnient exorbitant prices In 
many instances? 

Were not the payment of commis- 
sions, the giving of presents, and the 
other favors extended by contractors 
to government olllcials the direct and 
logical outcome of the system Just de- 
scribed? ' , 

Surely If these questions must be 
answered In the atfirmutive, tt Is folly 
to contend that the requirements of 
tlie situation have been met, and that 
outraged public sentiment ought to be 
satisfied with the deposition of cer- 
tain men, wlio are ctisily got at. What 
about the contractors who made un- 
due profits? What about the ministers 
and private members wl}ose election 
expenses were In part at least 
met by contrilnitionii from these ex- 
orbitant and illicit profits? What 
about the government, which must 
according to our constitutional sys- 
tem as well as In point of fact accept 
tile rosponsibllit.\- for the.«e enormities? 

The dlsml.ssal of a few ofhclals is 
a poor compensation for such grave 
wrong.

Some one has kindly sent us a 
memorandum relating to the Coasting 
Laws, from which it appears that 
foreign steamships engaged in 
the coasting trade of the eastern 
Maritime Provinces prior to December 
31, 1908, may continue in sucli trade 
until July 1, 1909, and a marginal note 
In writing says that there Is no guar- 
antee that the same thing will not be 
done in Britisli Colunilila.

be retained for ships of Caiiadlan reg- 
ister. Any otlior course would mc^t 
with universal disapproval hero.

AVhcn tho wind blows strongly and 
tho dynamo tends to generate too 
much current, an automatic device Is 
operated which chocks tho generating 
power, 80 that thcro Is no fear of too 
rajilrt charging of tho accumulntors.

DANIEL STEELE iS 
STRICKEN SUDDENLY 



Well Known Victorian Seized 
With;. ;Heart;- Failure' Suc- 
ctjmliecl^t Hospital 



Taken suddenly 111 as he was walk- 
ing along Johnson street yesterday 
afternoon about 2 o'clock, Daniel Steele, 
son of the lute Captain Steele, and a 
well known resident of this city, died 
at St. Joseph's hospital within half 
an hour of the time of his arrival at 
that Institution. Heart fiiUure Is be- 
lievt'd to have been the cause of 
death. 

- The lato Mr. Steele wns passing the 
Light House saloon when overcoiiio 
with pains about his heart. Ho walked 
Into tlie saloon and asked the bar- 
itMHler to eall up a hack as ha felt h" 
111 ho believed it would be wise to go 
to the hospital. He sat In a chair 
until the hack arrived when he drove 
strulglit to the hoapltal. Half an hour 
after his arrival there he died. Dri 
George Hall was called in to attend 
him when ho showed pronounced ci)l- 
liipse i\iU\v entering the hoapltal, but 
Steele was dead before the doctor ar- 
rived. An inquest will be held today 
though Dr. Hart, the coroner, had not 
fixed the .time when seen last night. 
From Prince Edward Island. 
Deceased, who was 38 years of ago 
and unmarried, had been a resident of 
Victoria for- the past twenty .years, 
coining here v.-ith his .parents' from 
Prince Edward Island. He had been 
residing with his" mother at 715 Mar- 
ket street. Ho leaves surviving him 
his mother, a sister and three brotli- 
er.s. His father, the lato Captain 
Steele, was a well known llgure In the 
sealing industry some years ago and 
deceased had also been engaged on 
several sealing cruises. He wiis one nf 
the crew of tlie sealing scliooner Agnes 
G. Donaghue, which was seized by 
the Uruguyan authorities off Monte 
v ideo about three years ago and tried 
by the courts of that country on a 
trumped-up charge of contraveninri- 
the fishing regulations. The ca.so was 
one which created great interest 
throughout the Dominion owing to the 
long time which the captain of the 
schooner. Matt Ryan, and several of 
the crew, were held in custodv and 
the rough treatment wlilch they en- 
dured before being released through 
the efforts of the British authorities. 
Since his return home ho had been 
residing here. Pending the holding of 
the Inquest no funeral arrangements 
have been made.

AsslKiant.s to heads of departments 
shall imply what the term means and 
cleilvH, being those in an establislied 
clerical capacity other than In the ca- 
pacity of a head 01' a. deiiartnioul or 
assistant or stenographer shall be grad- 
ed into three classc-H tlistlngulshed by 
the scale of wages Securoa. I'erma-

.stated. 

Civic Salaries, 
In the matter of salaries the Inten- 
tion of tho new measure is to estab- 
lish a maximum and minimum wage 
according to the length of service of 
any employee. The minimum salary 
shall be that paid for the ftrst llvu 
years of . service while the maximum 
salary sha'll be calculated and paid 
according to the length of time the 
employoo has served in any establislied 
capacity under tho city council.

HERE AND THERE 



No doubt hundreds of ladles will ac- 
cept Mr. Wallace's Invitation to visit 
hill flower furm on the Lnndsdowne 
road. Tliree acres of blooms mu.st bo 
a Right worth seeing. But Mr. Wal- 
lace has suggested that l)OHidcH being a 
delightful occupation, the raising of 
flowers will. In the near future, be a 
most prolitable one. Already there Is 
a market for more spring flowers than 
the growers here can supply. Is there 
not In this Industry an opening for 
women wlio love an out-of-door life'.' 
In England there arc schools whore 
girls are taught gardening and It in 
said they learn tlu) occupation ciuickly 
and thoroughly. In this country, ex- 
cept In very rare In.'jtance.s, few women 
have looked upon the culture of flow- 
ers In any other light than as a pleas- 
ant pastime. How successful they have 
been, many gardons, as well as the 
(lisi>lays sent by them to the horticul- 
tural exhibitions show. 

Some of tlie large conservatories 
liere are, or have been, superintended 
by women and In almost all the gar- 
dens from which flowers ;iro sold, the 
taste and skill of women ba\'e been a 
most valu.-ible aid to those who have 
charge of them. 

There l.«, it Is true, hard work to be 
done In a garden, hut it is doubtful 
whether it requires more strength than 
hockey or tennis. But tho lieayiest 
work Is seldom done even by the men 
who cultivate flowers. After tho ground 
has been put In order, there Is nothing 
that any woman with skill and Unow- 
K-dgo and, what is perhaps more valu- 
nblo than cither, a- real lovv of ilowcrs, 
cannot do with ease and pleasure. If. 
as seems probable, a great market for 
flowers will open up on the prairies, 
tho inland towns and the Sound as 
well as at home, plots of ground care- 
fully cultivated should be very profit- 
able. Such gardens in the suburbs of 
the city, might offer profitable invest- 
ment and afford a good livelihood to 
women with small means but a large 
capital of youth, health, strength and 
enterprise. 

* • • 

There are many people who think It 
is a murk of foolish sentimentality 
when one expresses a regret that lots 
In Victoria are being cut up and that 
ni.iny of the new houses have litUe 
(ground about tliem. Tills, they say, is 
ign of Victoria's growth. We can- 
not, at once, have a large population 
and plenty of living room. And they 
point to Seattle, Winnipeg or Vancou- 
ver. And yet, w6 may be permitted to 
doubt' whether those contractors and 
property owners who are. In these days, 
erecting three houses on a lot, which 
would formerly have formed the site 
of one, are actuated by even an intelli- 
gent self-interest. These crowded 
hou.'jcs (except, indeed, wiicn they are 
very near tho business jiart of the 
town) will not attract the best tenants. 
Those who come to make tlieir homes 
in Victoria will want to have, what 
are among its chief .c))jtrtns, . ffreen 
lawns, borders of flowers and "space for 
the children to piny. 

Earl Grey, on .a roccnt visit to Lon- 
don, Ont., said: "London is a beautiful 
city, but nothing is more l)nautlful 
than your finely kept working men's 
homos. I failed to see any tenements 
whatever. Every cottage stood on a. 
jilecp of ground, well cultivated, well 
oared for and prosperous looking. This 
is a feature upon which I can con- 
gratulate you, as It Is a mark of a 
thrifty and contented people." Xonrl\- 
fieventy-llve per cent, of the working 
men In this city, which is not much 
larger than Victoria, own their own 
homes. That the desire of the worlc- 
Ing men in our own city to llv(> rent 
free is strong, can be seen by any one 
who notices on liow many of tlie nvw 
lots small buildings are being erected, 
where the owners .ire content to livo 
In camp fashion till tliey can afford 
lo erect .a iiome ;is pretty and as large 
a.=; they desire. Tills disposition on tlio 
part of tho working men has alway.s 
been a feature of life in Victoria and 
many who. In the old days, bought a 
lot and built a home upon It have lived 
to sell It for many times Its former 
value. 

There Is a wonderful satisfaction In 
Improving one's own homo. Every 
shrub that Is planted, every flower 
that grows makes the place dearer to 
Its owner. In tlila work of adornment 
women are the most active. It Is won- 
derful how the smallest dwelling may 
become a thing of beauty If Its owners 
have taste and Industry. A climbing 
rose will hide many .defects in the 
builder's art. Jdamlne, honeysuckle 
and clematis add beauty to the lowliest 
wall. Ivy and sweet brier. If cared for, 
will cover the ugliest shed with a 
graceful mantle. The creeping perl- 
wlnkle and the common but fragrant 
wallflower are fair to aee these spring 
mornings, while borders are gay with 
the delicate gold of the primrose or 
the deeper shade of the dancing dlf- 
fodlls. 

Some of these plants, It is true, are 
expensive at first. But once planted 
they grow very Quickly and. If properly 
cared for, are seldom lost. To watch 
them grow, affords one. of the great- 
est pleasures to the couple who own 
their own home. 

A few days ago, the writer wa.s 
passing a row of now houses. No two 
were built after the same pattern. In 
front ot each there was a small gar- 
den. Now all that Is to be seen is tho 
smooth brown earth, with here and 
there a cluster ot hyacinchs or tho 
leaves of a tuUi) peeping througn. 
Each plat was laid out differently yot 
but few weeks will liefore all are

Hum tho 
songs of birds and the sight of tho 
tiny graceful' creatures. That they aro 
no less beautiful, we are assured by 
naturalists. The ,:chlldron should bo 
tau^'ht that to rob a bird's nest or to 
wantonly take the life Of a Avlld bird 
is a crime. 

Wltliin tho hist ten years the nuin- 
hcv of our feathered vlsItor.'J Is no- 
ticeably on tile Increase. Yet In tiio 
largo numbers of cats that prowl about 
our gardens tliey have diingeroua en- 
emies. Now tliut the vicinity of Vic- 
toria Is becoming noted lor Us gar- 
dens and orchanls would It not bo 
well for tho government to repeat 
again the experiment made by.pub- 
iic-splrlted citizens some years ago. ;If 
a number of 'the ''sorig birds which af- 
ford protection"t6 ' the. orchards were 
again Imported," experiepca and.a.wider 
linowlodge hilght tend ' to preserve 
their lives. 

ThOKii who have lived in I^nglaiul 
.-ay that our cllmat'- ri'senil)l"-.s tluil 
of the home of the mavis, the rcibin, 
the lark, the nlKhllnBale and the wliolo 
tribe of linches that lill the groves 
of tho old land with melody. Alany 
of the wild plants o£ Great Britain 
tlirlve here and, it is "reasonable to 
suppose that the birds will find In 
our orchards and groves a congenial 
lionie. 

It seems as if fur once, Dame Fash- 
ion ll.slened to the vole- of humanity. 
Lord Avelnu-y and his friends have 
si)i)ken HO elociuctilly f(]r tlu- i)res(!rva- 
tion of bird lif,- tiiat llii\- liavi- en- 
listed th(! syiniialliy iii: llin.se wlio ait:

in tho British Empire. It la safe to 
■■^ay, that the barbarous practices used 
ill obtaining some of the loveliest plu- 
mage that forms the most valuable 
Iiart of the mllliner'.s slock in trade 
will never again be adopted.

If the half of the- statements 
attributed to tliem Is true, women 
would be very wrong as well as ver\- 
foolish If ever ugaiu tlu-v adorneil 
their hats with the bodies and iilu- 
mage of these useful but temptingly 
beautiful little creatures. 



vases are ni.ade by potters of all 
countries and ' vary from exquisite 
forms to tliose -of . the .crudest design. 
Some people thing that. tho,,flner of 
these 'forms are useful; onlyj-asjmantel 
bric-a-brac, hut many of them are ad- 
mirably adapted to displaying a few 
delicarte and beautiful flowers on long 
stems with more or less foliage at- 
tached. This Is really tho most effec- 
tive way to utilize many kinds of 
flowers, as it enables one to appreci- 
ate better the exiiulslte beauty of lino 
In stem and leaf and of color in the 
petals, A single rose or a ' single 
poppy rising from tho slender neck of 
a beautiful flower Jar Is '■likely .to ap- 
peal to an<"'i:^appreciative . observer 
with greater force than a mass of 
roses or popples huddled together In 
a larger., receptacle. 



Price of Hair. 

A curlous ; effect of the '^'exodus of 
nuns and -convents, from Frario'o'owing 
I0 tho new law regarding religious as- 
sociations Is that false hair hns gono 
U]) tri.-mendously In price. One of tho 
foremost wig raaljers in Paris says 
tliat an incredible quantity of hair used 
to be supplied regularly to the trade 
by religious establishments, and their 
deiiarture has created^. a,,'dearth and 
conse<iui'ntly en hiinced .'prices ' in tho 
home iiiarlcet. 

Natural golden tresses and white 
locks liave always been the most ex- 
liensive and are now prohibitive in 
price. 'I'he women of I3rlttany and 
Normandy supply the greatest quan- 
tity of fair liair for tiie Parisian fris- 
eur.'s. As an example the wlgmaker 
shnwed a i)lait of j)Ure gcldi-n luilr 
thirty-two Inches long, for wlilcli ho 
had paid at tho rate of $150 a pound. 
As for silver- while hair, dealers cheer- 
fully pay $300 a pound. 



A Graceful Walk. 

r It is noticed that a cliild walks 
au'kwardlj-. it shoulil be tauglit jioist-. 
Konie Ki'oun jieuiile, as well as children 
are awkward lor \vant of thought. A 
graceful walk is natural to many, es- 
pecdally those Who are not self-con- 
scious; but others may acquire It by 
jiracttee. The perfect walk must bo 
straight, each step a foot apart (not Li 
Inches, -but the measure of your own 
foot). Bobbing, pitching, rolling and 
strutting, must be avoided as gymnas- 
tic crimes. The foot should be lifted 
but slightly, and although the heel 
must perforce touch the earth, lot It 
be a.s lightly us possible. Striking the 
lieei lieavlly in walking Is not only de- 
trimental to liealth from tho succession 
of shocks given' the system and brain, 
but is considered a uolsv vulgarity, and 
Is, as well, proiUlctlve of extreme un- 
gracefiilness, I'ractice graceful walk- 
ing by iilacing a book or some easil\' 
balanced article on your liead. .-Xs 
lii-xiblllty of the waist line is one of 
{hit necessities of a graceful earrlat;e, 
the muscles there should be regularly 
exercised by forward, backw.ird and 
rotary beudlngs, In order to make tliem 
subject to the will 01 the walki-r, and 
to render Iho swayin.n' movements of 
the body harmonious with the acUon 
of the lower limbs. Those who teai^h 
grace of bearing, give their pupils dally 
exercises In walking as stated above. 

Do not permit a child to drop Into a 
shambling sort . qC gait, because this 
soon fixes as a liablt any tendency of 
his figure to ;a listless pose or a curving 
into" careless :llries, Frequently . girls, 
little and big droop pv.er thelir c^rse'ts 
in a depressing.' Way'. This," too', Is; a 
general -cause for llat-chestedncss and 
i'ounu fllleiiiideis. Thea bt-^;ins. usually, 
too late, tho relormatinn .sought by the 
wearing of shoulder braces. Those are 
by no means to be dccrit.il, but mothers 
should see to it that no necessity for 
their adoption arises. The child may 
liave to bo. at lir.st conslantly remindei! 
to "straigliti-n up," but sooner or later, 
the liabit of stiiyin.i,' in an upright pro- 
lier iiositlon \vlll become fixed, and the 
young girl or boy, a.s tlie case may be, 
will begin tin- second jierlod of life 
with a liroad chest, lliu back and a 
lino personal carriage.

To Arrangi Flowers 

■Wonders canfibe accomplished by 
the skilful arrangement of a few flow- 
ers if the . home-maker ia the Iprtun- 
ate. possessor of taste, and .skill., 'These 
are Inborn -faculties. h»''<l *° acquire. 
Yet there aro some hints which are 
useful, and a writer for "The House 
lieautlful" gives good advice concern- 
ing tho arrangement of cut flowers, 
•"rhere ar(.'," she sa\s, "some shapes 
that are more beantiiul than others, 
and of these get. in the first ]ilace, 
two or three cvliiidrU-al Jars, vary- 
ing in size, Tlios(^ of a helglit of four 
or five Inches and a ilimneter ot about 
two Inches are iiartlcularly useful 
for a gi.-at number of the smaller 
flowers. One or two taller jars about 
nine inches high by three Inches In 
diameter will serve admlrtt'bly for 
long-aiuiked flowers like the various 
sorts of gladiolus and the Japanese or 
tiio Siberian irises, in the vertical 
compositions whicli will bo made by 
means of these cylindrical receptacles 
tho best results will be obtained wheiv 
the jiW- Is about mie-tlilrd the lieighl 
of the coniiiosltWm as a whob'. 

Perhaps tin- next most desiralile 
form (if flower jar U> ^et Is one Willi 
niore, or li i;s i-minded outline but taller 
than wide and with the oiiening at tho 
toil somewhat constricted. Siicli jars 
aro extremely usi-ful for a gri!at vari- 
ety of plants with largo flower heads, 
like the asters, peonies, perennial 
phloxes and chrysanthemums. Use- 
ful sizes of jars of this typo range In 
lielght from six to eight, inches and In 
diameter at the 'top" from three to four 
inclu:;;. 

Foj masses of small and conipar.a- 
tlvoly shorl-slemHK-d blossoms, liki- 
iiasturthims, sweet p(>H'.s and pansies, 
.small, more or less spiicrica! jars 
ru.shbiried on the outlines of tin; glass 
rose bowl are V(>r,\- useful. These aro 
obtainable In a 'conslderablo variety 
of pottery ware of both .lapaneso and 
domestic manufacture, and for the 
most part are . Inexpensive. 

When we come to consider tho In- 
finite variety of vase forms In which 
tho opening at tho' top Is more or less 
constricted, there la opportunity for a 
wldo range of selection, for these

A. pleasure ti-ipi.of. several months 
duration througli the south seas, which 
included a lour of both Australia and 
New Zealand. has Juat been completed 
by Dr. and-jMrs^jSykeBjloi Oakland, 
California. They were ■'among llie ar- 
rivals by the .steamor Aorangl, which 
reached port about noon yesterday. 

Although they enjoyed their exper- 
iences while pasislng through the manj' 
Islands of the Southern Pacilic and 
their impressions in tlio course of their 
travels in the Brltl.'^h colonies were 
notliing but delightful, both wore 
pleased to reach tlie American conti- 
nent once again and to find them- 
selves within a couple of days of tlicir 
homo. 

Of the many strikingly novel things 
and cu.stoni.'j whlcli Dr, and Mrs. Sykes 
encountered tliere are .one or two that 
aland out clear and distinct.

Invented by . Local Engineer

The current Issue of the Scientific 
American contains the following no- 
tice of an adjustable piano hammer 
patented by a local man, Mr. I.aker, 
an engineer of the cable.ship liestorer: 

The piano liainmer, which is illus- 
trated, l.y provided witli a head, on 
which tho felt strips are adjustalilo. 
Tlie bead of the hammer is re^iiliently 
HUjiported on the shank, so as to per- 
mit .a (lulcker rebound than in tho 
ordinary hammer. The hammer is 
formed With the usual back stop and 
eutt, with a shank which supports tho 
head. Tho base is mounted on the end 
of the shank and thence a pair of wire 
arms extend upward to a pair of 
blocks, which are thus reslllently sup- 
ported Iiy the Klianl\. Between these 
blocks a .sjireading screw is mounted, 
wlileh is ijrovidcd with a pm. adapted 
to cngMgo a depression in the block 
to prevent tho screw from turning 
after it has been set at tho desired ad- 
justment. Tlie lilock is formed with 
a V-sliaped c:nd over which a filler 
of felt or suitable material Is placed. 
Around tho liller and tho blocks Is an 
endless felt strip preferably formed of 
an Inner part and an outer part. By 
turning tho .screw the tension of the 
felt may be adjusted to any desired 
degree. "When it is dosirablo to shift 
the felt, the screw Is turned to loosen 
the tension, and it may then be moved 
to Ijring a fresh surface to the strik- 
ing positkui. Tho wire members which 
sujiport the blocks are bent inward 
■•it their ujiper end to engage perfor.-i- 
tions in blocks so that when it is de- 
sired to remove the head tliey can 
bo made to release the blocks b" 
merely spreading them apart. The 
inventor of . this piano hammer is Mr 
John W. B. Laker, Box 103, Victoria,"

Three Torpedo Boat Destroy- 
'eis Are Ordered by the 
• Commonwealtn 



Advices were received by the steamer 
Aorapgl, which reached port yesterday 
from Australia, that the government at 
-Malboiirno has accepted the. joint ten- 
der of the Denny and.:Fairfiiild,,8hip 
building yards, Dumbarton,. 'Scotland, 
for tho . construction of two torpedo 
boat";destroyeuB, which are to form the 
nucleus of tho Australian navy. The 
price is £ 81,500 for each of the two 
vessels, witll arniaiuent, and £72,500 
for, the materials of the third and the 
armament, wliicli Is to bi^ Hlilpued to 
-Vustralia aiul put logetlu-r tliere. 

Tile materials are to be delivered In 
I'Jnsland in twelve luoiitlis from date 
the liist destroyer to be ready in Great 
Uritain in fourteen months, and tho 
seeoiul one in a UKUitli later. 

'L'he minister of defence states that 
Professiu- liyles, the eminent adviser 
oil iia\al eonstruction works, had been 
engaged b.\- the Commouwealtli to sup- 
ervise the eoustruetloii of the vessels. 
The details of the contriiet are now 
being drau'u up in London by the Com- 
monwealth representative, Captain 
Collins, and Kiiglneer Clarkson, and 
they will afterwardB,.,,Vo.8ubinltted .-.to 
tho Commonwealth',l^?il Jatlvipqiv .'Mr; 
Galbraith. Crews -vviU be sent ■ to 
Great Britain to bring the vessels to 
Australia. 

'l'he contraelors have agreed to em- 
ploy a number of Australluns, so that 
they may get skilled trainlii;,' 1o en- 
able them to put tho materials for the 
third destroyer togofher in Australia. 
Tho number to be scut will not- bo less 
the editorial judgiiK-nt, somewhat lack- than twelve, nor more than twenty, 
ing in warmth and intensity. This i a large number of "aiipUouttOris,- some

DEAOiT SORRENTO 



Noted Author of "Mr. Isaacs' 
and "Dc. Claudius" Passes 



Sorrento, April 9. — F. Marlon Craw- 
ford, the novelist, died here at halt 
past seven o'clock tonight. 

Francis IMnrlon Crawford was torn 
at BuKnJ dl Lucca, Italy, on August 
2nd, 1854, tho son of Thomas Craw- 
ford, tho sculptor. He was partly edu- 
cated ut Concord, N.H., and Trinity 
CollcBC, Cambridge, afterwards study- 
ing for some two years at Karlsruhe 
and JleidGlberg:. In 187C ho went to 
the university of Rome, whore he spent 
two j-ears In the study of fciunskrit. In 
IST'J ho went to India, where ho was 
editor of the Indian Herald, published 
at Allahabad. His e.^perlencea and ob- 
servations In that country aro ronected 
in some of Mr. Crawford's novels, not- 
ably In "'Mr. Isaacs," the llrst to gain 
him fame. 

In ISol Mr. Crawford returned to 
the United States, whore ho lived two 
yeiuH, producing In that timo "Mr. 
i.saacs" and "Dr. Claudius." Then he 
went to Italy, wheri- he has lived ever 
since, except for visits to Turkey, the 
States and other countries. A large 
proportion of his novels have their 
scenes laid in Italy. Ho also wrote 
two historical books on Italy, one re- 
lating to Rome and tho other to Sicily 
and Calabria. Mr. Crawford's novels 
number about forty, and neury all of 
them have won a larpe degree of pop- 
ularity, He had the honor of recQlvine 
an award of 1,000 francs on account'Of 
his writings, especially "Zoroaster" 
and "Marzlo's CrucUlx," which were 
written in -.French aswell aa English. 

Mr. Craw'ford's liorile'' was ' at Sor- 
rento, not far from the ruins of Fom- 
pell. 



WORKERS WITH X-RAY 
STRICKEN B¥ CANCER 



Eleven Cases of Disease Thus 
Caused On Record In 
England 



London, April 9. — Protes.'^or Cecil 
Uowntrec, lecturing ■'before the Royal 
College of Surgeons on X-ray cancer 
and tho conditions .which precede its 
onset, stated that there have been in 
England eleven cases of cancer in X 
ray workers, c.The. history, of a typical 
case of this iforJM of' cancer vma de 
tailed, and Professor Bowntree pointed 
out that in a laise i^roportion of such 
cases more ithan one malignant growth 
had occurred. Ho stated further that 
In several Instances the patients ■\vero 
finite young men, "which Is of consid- 
erable Interest," he said, "in view of 
the fact that cancer arising under or- 
dlnar.v circumstances Is a disease of 
late adult life." In conclusion the lec- 
turer suggested that these observations 
might have an Important practical ap- 
plication in connection with tho treat- 
ment of cancer. 

Deadly Germs. 
Mr. Stephen Paget, P. R. C. S., who 
lectured at the Bedford College for 
Women on "Some Modern Ways of 
Fighting Disease," brought Into the 
lecture theatre enough germs of vari- 
ous deadly sorts to kill his- audience, 
though it wero a thousand times as 
great. Tliorc were tost tubes with 
masses of myriads inside feeding on 
nutritive Jell.v — germs of Asiatic chol- 
era, typhoid, tuberculosis, anthrax, 
diphtheria and other <lreadea diseases. 
Lantern slides wero also shown of the 
germ of carbuncles and boils, growing 
liki^ Ininches of grapes; the influenza 
germ shaped like a detached curly eye- 
ish, "for which," said Mr. Paget, "wo 
hope soon to have an anti-toxin," the 
germs of bubonic plague, leprosy and 
tetanus. Tlie women present wero 
much Interested in the display.

Washington, CC, April 9.— Ethan 
Allen Hitchcock. Secretary of tho in- 
terior under Presidents McKlnley and 
Roosevelt, died here this rnornlng at 
11 o'clock, aged 74. He had been 
seriously ill for several days and his 
death was not unexpected. 

Mr. Hitchcock contracted a seevern 
cold while in tho west and na his con- 
dition became more serious he hurried 
to Vv'a.shinston to plnen hlmselC In the 
hands of specialists who had attended 
him during his ofllciui career here. He 
suffered from a combination Of kid- 
ney, heart and pulmonary dlscaseis. 
Notable Career 

Mr. Hitchcock's passing away marks 
tho clo.^o of a career whoso pre-emin- 
ent feature was an administration of 
tho interior department that stirred 
the western land problems as never 
before. Brought here from St. Peters- 
burg whore ho had served as am- 
bassador under an appointment of 
President McKinley, Mr. Hitchcock 
was almost immediately plunged into 
a vortex of complications growing out 
of vast frauds and charges of fraud 
and countcr-ch.arges growing out of 
the acquirement of ])ubllc lands In 
the western states. Ho directed tho 
nio.st sweeping investigations, arous- 
ing the enmity of powerful political 
interests. That work Is recalled to- 
day as one of the most unswerving 
and relentless inquisitions In the an- 
nals of frovernmcnt propositions. Ho 
prosecuted cases against numerous 
men in public life and private, bu.si- 
ness. Including United States Senator 
Mitchell, of Oregon, who was con- 
victed and died not long' afterwards; 
former Congressman BInger Hermann, 
who had served as comml.fslonor of tho 
general land olllce, and who was ac- 
quitted; former United States Senator 
Dielrhii. of Nebrasltii; R. Williamson, 
of (3regon and .Tohn A. Benson, a 
millionaire real estate broker, of San 
Francisco. Mr, Hitchcock was a tar- 
get for attack on tho floors of con- 
gr.tSss and In protests filed . ■ at the 
White House. , ' '

The men asked that their 
pensions bo restored, but this was re- 
fused, as pensions. wiU. not bo granted 
to men who have been on strike.
